Mr. Sheffield has been struggling t 


get the Mexican government to live 
Uj» to its promises with respect to 
claims and the operation of its con 
stitullon in the matter of oil leases 
and agricultural lands held by for 
eigners. He has not succeeded. His 
departure from Mexico City brough 
forth an outburst of criticism in vir- 
tually all the newspapers because Mr 
Sheffield Is reported to have threaten- 
ed to urge a serious change in policy 
toward Mexico. Just what steps 
could be taken that would be effec- 
tive In view of the non-intervention 
policy of the administration is some- 
thing which the Coolidge administra- 
tion, like its predecessors will find ii 
difficult to solve. The breaking oft* of 
diplomatic relations usually is follow- 
ed by a lifting of the embargo on 
arms. This in turn is an invitation to 
revolutionary forces to go ahead 
against the constituted government. 
A few days ago the American govern- 
ment squelched a rebel movement 
which was headed toward Mexico from 
American territory. So long as the 
American government extends recog- 
nition it is the duty of Washington 
authorities to suprcss any activities 
on this ^Ide of the line. Once recog- 
nition is withdrawn, it is a free-for- 
all. And there are plenty of rebel 
leaders who are ready to start into 
Mexico on the slightest hint that they 
<an get the arms and ammunition 
they want by purchase on this side of 
the border. 
There are no indications that the 


Mexican question has reached the 
breaking point though the whole thing 
is at the moment aggravated by pres- 
sure from Catholic laymen to express 
a protest against 
mistreatment of 


Catholic priests. Reports to the effect 
that Mr. Coolidge will not intervene 
are taken here to mean that actual 
interference in the religious controv- 
ersy Is not contemplated but that a 
way will be found to bring the matter 
to the attention of the Mexican au- 
thorities as something that Is pro- 
foundly 
affecting 
American public

NO INTERVENTION IN MEXICO 
President Coolidge. following his con- 


ference with Secretary of State Kellogg 
at AVhite Pine camp, has announced that 
the United States will not intervene in 
Mexico. It was the only possible decision 
he could make in view of information 
available to him through the state depart- 
ment and the circumstances on which in- 
tervention was sought. The statement is- 
sued from the President's summer camp 
makes it clear that the United States can- 
not interfere in the purely domestic con- 
cerns of Mexico, and that the conflict be- 
tween church and state is strictly a domes- 
tic affair. 
The soundness of this policy 


will be instantly recognized. 
"We can 


take no part in the dispute between 
church and state which has arisen, and the 
reasons are obvious. The decision of the 
government on this point is final and of 
course it will stand'. 


The representations made by the 


Knights of Columbus to the state depart- 
ment did not. as a matterrof fact, afford 
ground fOT'iaterrenilotK'jevetLif true. The 
most the government -'.could do in any 
event would be & ask damages or satis- 
faction for offenses to American citizens 
and'against their property: This the gov- 
ernment stands ready to do when such 
cases are proved, but "thus far it says on- 
ly one authenticated offense has come to 
its attention. ~ However, this is not inter- 
"vention. It is merely holding Mexico 
financially and morally to account for 
wrongs done to our citizens. Any cases 


. which are proved will be handled in the 


usual manner, but so far as interference 
in the domestic life of Mexico is con- 
cerned, our policy will remain ''hands 
off." and that is the wise and correct 
policy. 


But the Mexican problem, which is so 


much in the news of the day and which 
brought Secretary Kellogg to "White Pine 
camp, is larger than the religious contro- 
versy. Back of the present incident is a 
well defined and ever alert force in this 
country that has for its aim armed inter- 
vention. It represents the large commer- 
cial and industrial enterprises in Mexico 
financed by American capital. This force 
has nothing to do with the religious or- 
ganization which sought intervention. It 
is composed exclusively of exploiting in- 
terests established in Mexico. Most of 
the denunciation and criticism of the non- 
intervention policy of this government 
has come from these selfish interests or 
has been manufactured by their propa- 
ganda. 
The sanest thing we have ever 


done in our relations with Mexico is to 
keep out. 
i 


Granted, that American exploitation of 


Mexico's natural resources has been of 
great benefit to that country economical- 
ly and socially, and that it represents the 
only real progress Mexico has ever made 
toward development and improvement, 
still it 'presents no sufficient ground for 
taking over Mexico or for dictating to h<>r 
at the point of a sword how she shall con- 
duct her government and manage her in- 
stitutions. In the last analysis our inter- 
ests in Mexico of this character are mer- 
cenary. They must abide the consequenc- 
es of Mexican politics and government. 
They should never be allowed to drag us 
into intervention. Nevertheless, there is 
a well defined plan to accomplish this and 
the present trouble in Mexico is easily 
made to serve the purpose of the armed 
interventionists. It is a notable fact that 
the Harding and Coolidge administra- 
tions have continued the hands off and 
•watchful waitine policies of "Woodrow

It is report- 
ed he is making, or will make, a complete 
confession. 
The arrest will undoubtedly 


lead to the apprehension of all those, in-' 
vobred in the assassination, theto vigorous 
prosecution, conviction and punishment. 


This apparent victory over a powerful- 


ly entrenched criminal organization of 
Canton is due entirely to the determina- 
tion of newspapers in and out of Canton 
to run this gang to earth. 
The very 


best detectives had td be imported from 
other cities, together with fearless and 
exceptional legal talent. .There was no 
help from the local authorities. There is 
evidence that the government of Canton 
was inexplicably bound up with-its boot- 
leggers and other criminals. It is said 
the police worked hand and glove with 
this outfit. Had the investigation of the 
murder of Mellett been left with the local 
authorities nothing would have been done. 
The crime would have been covered up 
after a few false flourishes. 
" Many other cities in the United States 
are in a condition similar to that of Can- 
ton. Their politics and government are 
linked hand "and glove with the criminal 
world.

To do this, a steel line 
is indispensable on account of its 
weight and strength. Properly equip- 
ped it becomes easy enough for any 
fisherman to get these unsurpassed 
fish. And once they are taken from 
the col<3 depths, and properly served, 
there is i»p fish to equal them in fla- 
vor.

them also. We have seen specimens 
taken therefrom which weighed up%to 
twenty four pouiuls. 
T.aKe N'auiska- 


gon is another of our larger bodies of 
water from which they can be taken. 


We are giving this out as a tip for 


those' who are going north for the 
Fall fishing. In addition to your as- 
sortment of plugs and spoons, take 
along some wobblers, preferably those 
silver coated, although, under certain 
conditions, and in some waters, a cop- 
per wobbler will prove effective.
